‘The Rock River conference of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal church, which embraces 401 
churches with a membership of 61,268, placed 
itself on record yesterday as advocating 
radical réforme in the statutes regulating 
marriage. Among the reforme urged are: 


1. Federal control of the entire sub- 
ject of marriage and divorce, insuring 
uniformRy of laws. 


2. Physical examination of the con- 
tracting parties to a marriage. * 

3. Wide publicity of tue intention of 
the parties to enter the marriage etate. 

4. A law compelling the filing of a 
certificate by each party setting forth all 
places of previous residence. 

A statute providing that no 
divorce de granted except on sci ipiural 
ground. It should be provided, however, 
that there may be granted in certsin 
cases the right of separation 

6 A statute making abandonment 
of a wife by a husband a feiony.

“Recommendations in Resolution. 


The recommendations were embodied in a 
set of resolutions and the adoption of these 
Was ofie of the last acts of the conference at 
the First Methodist church at Evafiston.

Missionary society, who asserted the pro- 
vision touching physical examirations was 
a blow struck at the sentimental side of 
marriage.

which so greatly have to do with the physical, 
mpral, and religious life of the people. ) 

Marriage and divorce should be regulated 
by the state in the most caretui manner. The 
, safeguarding of the home is the state's chief 
business. The interest of the state in the 
family is paramount to the interest of the 
individual member of that family, because 
the citigensa of the state come from the home 
are trained eftizenship, in large part, in 
the home. : 

„We hold that it is the bounden duty of 
both state and churth to throw about the 
home every possible safeguard, not only for 
the physical well being of the nation, but 
for the spiritual welfare of generations un- 
born.“ 


After setting forth the recommendations 
the resolutions add:

Jacob Karnatt Hears Police 
Are Looking for Him and 
Swallows Acid in Park. 


HOUNDED BY HARD LUCK. 


Jacob Karnatt of 1144 West Seventeenth 
street took his own life last night. He did 
it with a certain melodramatic flourish by 
swallowing carbolic acid from a bottle in 
Vernon park, Throop street and Macalicter 


) place. 


Letters found in his pockets show he re- 
garded himself as a martyr. to social eondi- 
tions for which he was not responsible, The 
tragedy, if it bears any lesson, seems te 
preach against a system of charity which 
moves in hard and fixed official grooves with- 
out considering the circumstances of in- 
dividual cages. 

Besidés two letters a summons to the Court 
of Domestic Relations was found In Kar- 
natt’s possession. He had been ordered to 
appear in court to show cause why he should 
not be punished for failing to support his 
He had not been able to support his 
family, he believed, because of hard luck. 
He had fought unsuccessfully against that 
hard luck for years, and be had seen himself 
stripped of everything—family, home. even 
his clothes. The courts had played their 


part in the stripping, and when Karnatt got 


the summons he apparently decided to die. 


‘Letter to Woman Friend. 
One of the letters found on the stiicide’s 
was addressed to a woman whe had be- 
‘trtended tim. It read: 

Mrs. Nellie Burke: You have been very 
kind to me in my trouble and have helped 
me out before the judge. My wife died, 

two of my children are sick, and I am 
driven to sleep with the animals. Mrs. 
Mary Smetana, 1131 West Sixteenth street. 
lets me sleep in her barn with the horses, 

If the summons issued to me in the Court 
of Domestic Relations are true you will 
have to take my dead body.

Calls Point of View Wrong. 

„% am perfectly willing to admit they 
think it is best for the country, My point 
is that this is a method conceived from the 
point of view of the very men who are to be 
controlled and that that is the wrong point 
of view from which to conceive it.” 

The governor charged that Elbert H. Gary, 
head of the Steel corporation, and George W. 
Perkins, a director, suggested the plan of 
governmental control of trusts. 

* And if Mr. Roosevelt, said the governor, 
‘is willing-to have Mr. Perkins suggest how 
the corporations ought to be regulated, why 
will he not be willing to take suggestions 
from the same quarter as to the details of 
the regulation? 

Mark you, I am not discussing individuals. 
I know Mr. George’ W. Perkins. I hav8 no 
quarrel with anything except his judgment. 
He does not look at these things the way men 
do who do not wish to accustom their minds 
to monopoly look at them. 

‘We have an inside to our government and 
an outside. Mr. Roosevelt wants to patent 
the inside. He says it is a good enough in- 
side for him, provided he can use it. 


Doubts Capacity of Colonel. 

“TI do not mean use it for his own ag- 
Srandizement, but provided he can use it for 
the people of the United States, for I am not 
aspersing Mr. Roosevelt's motives, 

“Tf he is allowed to patent the present 
processes of industry in this country and

BRINGS CERTIFIED CHECK 


Lawyer's Offer Recognized by 
Judge Landis, but Court De- 
lays Action on Issues. 


The large staff of attorneys for the Chicago 
& Milwaukee Electric railway re-organiza- 
tion committee who have been trying to 
hasten the current Iftigation against their 
progtam yesterday had an unpleasant sur- 
prise. Attorney Joseph W. Moses has been 
attacking the sale of the Uunols properties 
to the eommittee’s agents for $1,650,000, de- 
claring that price ridiculously low. The at- 
torneys have been asking him why he did 
not offer $1,650,001 and raise the bid. 

So Mr. Moses announced to U. S. District 
Judge Landis, in whose court the proceeding 
ie pending, that he and his associate, Theo- 
Gore Kronshage of ‘{ilwaukee, wished to 
bid for the property. He added he would 
open with $2,000,000, a $850,000 raise on the 
reorganization committee's bid. 


Acts for Contractor Griffiths. 

Jacob L. Newman, chief counsel, who just 
had recovered from a three day squabble with 
Attorney Kronshage on a question of verac- 
ity, Leasing Rosenthal, Levy Mayer, and the 
other raliroad attorneys gave a few gasps 
and then asked who was bidding.

R W. I. HUBBARD, ‘one ot my much 

lamented predecessors in “this depart- 

ment of THE TRIBUNE, Once spent an 

afternoon at a vaudeville theater. 
Upon returning to his desk he wrote 
an essay which he entitled “The Vaudeville 
Face,” depicting therein with considerable 
pathos, the expression—now hungered, now 
anguished, now bored, now infuriated, and 
now and then satisfied—of him who attended 
(at that time) the vaudeville entertainments. 
He described the effect, facially, of the lyric 
goprano, the sidewalk comics, the monologist, 
the dramatic sketch, the gymnasts or the 
jugglers, the eccentric musician, and the 
trained quadrupeds, and how eachy varying 
in result, still inspired the sickening pang of 
hope deferred. Patient expectation, Mr. Hub- 
bard wrote, was the dominant facial note. 
The audiences were “poor in abundance, fam- 
ished at a feast.“ They sought and found not. 
But the gambler’s chance was there, and that, 
in Mr. Hubbard's pessimistic opinion, ex- 
plained the otherwise baffling vogue of vaude- 
ville. 


— 
Mr. Hubbard is now discoursing to the elect 
im the east on various aspects of musical and 
dramatic art and no doubt he has forgotten, 
amid more pretentious things, his melancholy 
‘adventures with the varieties. I wish, how- 
ever, that I could take him this week to the 
Paldce Music hall, situated at Chicago's the- 
atrical solar plexus, near the confluence of 
Clark and Randolph streets. A recent convert 
myself, I would guide him cautiously in the 
quest for vaudeville happiness to the “blue 
bird” ef the varieties. Here he would find, for 
instance, Mr. William Rock, the dancer and 
character player, with Miss Maude Fulton, the 
nimble comedienne, in the brightest sketch they 
have ever exhibited. He would see Miss Fulton 
in an imitation of Bernhardt—even funnier than 
Bernhardt herself—without recourse to a single 
cheap expedient. He would see Mr. Rock in 
the more difficult feat of caricaturing Coque- 
lin and doing it so deftly that that ter 
mummer would be glad, were he alive d in 
Chicago, to see it. Mr. Hubbard, no doubt, 
would be grieved to hear that Mr. Rock and 
Miss Fulton have come to the parting of the 
ways and that next season they will divert, or 
endeavor to divert, separately. They were kept 
upon the stage of the Palace yesterday until 
nearly dinner time, and they deserved it. 
Heaven help them when they part.

Whereupon Mr. Julius Tannen appeared in 
civilian attire and related minor incidents in a 
way that they became impressive episodes. Mr. 
Tannen is our most intelligent monologist; he 
is clairvoyant aside from being clever. He 
knows what those in front will laugh at and at 
what they will not!

Goods Piled Up for Examination. 

All the goods brought into Chicago from 
outside the country are examined by agents 
of the collector of customs, and a portion of 
each shipment, not jess than 10 per cent, sent 
to the stores, at Sherman court and Harri- 
son street, for appraisal.
